about the circumstances of Rami's 
death. He had been seen riding a 
friend's bycicle at 5:30 - 6:00 
Wedhesday evening. : 

His parents, Nissim and Ruti 
Haba, returned to Eilon Moreh at 10 
p.m. and when they did not find him 
they asked their neighbours over the 
settlement’s public address system if 
Rami was with them. When none of 
the neighbours responded positive- 
ly, a search was ordered. 

The men broke up into teams and 


summoned help from other settle-. 
ments in the area. The 300 settlers ἡ 


who participated in the effort, were 
joined by the IDF after midnight. 
At about 4:30 yesterday morning 


an eight-member team searching a 
slope east of Eilon Moreh found the 
ore in which Rami's body was bid- 


Ya’acov Meidani, was sent to 
check it. He beamed his flash light 
inside and saw the body. ᾿ 

Shimon Mor, head of security in 
the settlement, said the body-was 
placed deep inside the cave next toa 
blvodstained stone with sharp edges. 
It had been used to smash Rami's 
skull. ᾿ 

Last night it was still unclear how 
Rami had reached the cave. Settlers 
were convinced that Arabs had kid- 
napped him in the settlement, drag- 
ged him down the rocky slope and 


into the cave and murdered him. 
They noted that the bike was found 
thrown among rocks near a building 
at the edge of Eilon Moreh. 

A military source said he did not 
believe anyone would dare kidnap a 
boy from a settlement in broad day- 


light.

‘The source noted that the children 
regularly play in the area and sug- 
gested Rami may have left the settle-

Rami was apparently murdered 
between 10 p.m. and midnight. 
Some settlers speculated that the 
terrorists may have panicked when 
they heard the loudspeakers calling 
for the search — and killed the boy 
then. 

A reporter who saw the rock that 
was ἃ] tly used in the murder 
said he believed that two hands were 
needed to lift it. 

After the discovery of the corpse, 
Rami's father sensed that his neigh- 
bours were hiding the truth from him 
and demanded to see the body. A 
military doctor advised him not to. 

When the father persisted, the 


doctor offered to administer seda- 
tion first -- but the father told the 
doctor he was strong enough. He 
stood in front of the ambulance to 
stop it from pulling away. Finally he 
saw the body and was Jater seen led 
to a car where he held his head in his 
hands and wept. 

Later, dogs were brought to the 
scene and traced a scent to the 
nearby village of Deir al-Hattab. Bur 
military and police sources said that 
this proved nothing, since the cave 
had been used by local shepherds. 

Nevertheless, Deis al-Hattab and 
two neighbouring villages, Azmut 
and Salem, were placed under cur-

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Only several days ago, Rami's 
father finished fixing up the cemet- 
ery at Karnei Shomron. "The last 
grave I dug - was for my son.” he 
lamented. 

At about 9 a.m. Chief of General 
Staff Dan Shomron arrived and vi- 
sited the cave. 

Shomron met with the sertlers* 
leaders at a closed meeting held fast 
night in Eilon Moreh’s synagogue. 
One told him that settlers still 
opposed the erection of a fence 
around Eilon Moreh and that the 
army should help them keep Arab 
shepherds at a safe distance. 

Another leader, Gershon Masika, 
complained that the army's attitude 
had eroded settlers’ ability to deter 
terror attacks.

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Murphy to discuss conference with Soviets next month

~ The U.S. and the Soviet 
Union will open high-level discussions next month 
on the convening of an international conference to 
resolve the Arab-Israeli conflict. 

Assistant Secretary of State for Near Eastern 
and South Asian Affairs Richard Murphy, who 
will head the American delegation, told reporters 
yesterday that the Soviet side will be led by 
Ambassador Vladimir Polyakov, the Foreign 
Ministry's top expert on the Middle East. 

Murphy said the discussions will take place in a 
third-covntry, but refused to name it. Other 
sources said the talks are likely to be held in Paris. 
Similar U-S.-Soviet discussions on the Middle 
East between Murphy and Polyakov have taken 
placed in recent years in Vienna and Stockholm. 

Murphy, at a State Department briefing, said 
that the U.S. was determined to pursue efforts to 
promote the Arab-Isracli peace process ut an 
international conference. He insisted that signifi- 
gress had recently been achieved, 
although he acknowledged that serious procedu~ 
tal problems remain to be resolved, 

“A number of questions still remain to be 
resolved," he said. “We don’t stand before you 
with a deal.” 


But the thrust of his remarks clearly tended to 
underline the Reagan administration's strong tilt 
in favour of the position adopted by Foreign 
Minister Shimon Peres as opposed to that of Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir. . 

Asked about this apparent tilt, the State De- 
partment's top expert on the Middle East said only 
that the U.S. was tilting “in favour of peace.” 
Murphy refused to be drawn into the domestic 
Israeli political debate over an international con- 
ference. 


But he insisted that the U.S. will not be deterred 
by the domestic crisis in Israel. ““We have our 
policy and we will continue to work at it." he said. 

And for the first time from the U.S. side, 
Murphy also spelled out some of the progress that 
recently has been made in getting an international 
meeting off the ground, 


Clearly referring to Israel and Jordan. Murphy 
nuted that both sides now agree that any negotia- 
tions should be direct and bilatera) in “geog- 
raphical committees,” even if held under an 
international umbrella. 

He said both sides also agree that the interna- 
tional participants should not be allowed to either 
veto or impose any settlements. . 

In addition, he added, both sides agree that

Palestinian representatives would participate but 
only as part of a joint Jordanian-Palestinian 
delegation and that ἃ}} Palestinian participants 
would have to accept UN Security Council Re- 
solutions 242 and 338 and “to renounce terrorism 
and violence." 


Asked about a Soviet role in the negotiations, 
Murphy suggested that the Soviets would first 
have to demonstrate a “constructive” approach. 

As evidence of such a Soviet shift, he suggested 
that the Kremlin re-establish diplomatic relations 
with Israel; allow more Soviet Jews the right to 
emigrate; work to bring an end to the Iran-Iraq 
war; and help to resolve the civil war in Lebanon. 


Peres, during his recent U.S. visit, repeatedly 
urged the U.S. to open a high-level dialogue with 
the Soviets on the terms for an intemational 
conference. The Americans have now clearly 
accepted that request even though they remain 
very gloomy about the overall prospects for 
success, given the intense debate in Israel. 

When a reporter yesterday reminded Murphy 
that he had only a few months ago glossed over the 
debate between Shamir and Peres as “differences 
in nuance and style,” the Assistant Secretary 
jokingly replied that it “all depends on how you 
define nuance and style.” 


Pickering blasts ‘harsh measures’

U.S. Ambassador to Israet Tho- 
mas Pickering yesterday condemned 
Jsrael's “harsh measures” in the ter- 
Shores. He also expressed Amer- 
tcan concern at the current cycle of 
bloodletting that has claimed 15 
Arab and Jewish lives in the West 
Bank and Gaza since December 4. 
Pickering referred to Wednes- 
day's murder of eight-year-old Rami 
Haba from Eilon Moreh as the latest 
in the series of violent events. 
Speaking bluntly at the Hebrew 
University’s Senate Hall, Pickering 
said the U.S. was “deeply opposed” 
to Israels “harsh measures” in the 
territories. singling out “deporta- 
‘tions, administrative detentions and 
.the destruction or seals of houses: 
‘particularly...without due proces: 
Plat. [orl proofs [of guilt}. He 
said there was “growing frustration™ 


among the territories’ Arab inhabi- 
tants. 

Pickering repeatedly criticized’ 
Israel's “settlement activity” in the 
territories as “counter-productive” 
and “an obstacle to peace.” 

Answering a question on the inter- 
national conference issue, Pickering 
reaffirmed America’s commitment 
to Foreign Minister Peres’s initia- 
tive. He said the U.S. hoped the 
government of Israel would even- 
tually agree to the understandings 
already reached on the convening of 
the conference, or to similar under- 
Standings in order “to get to direct 
talks.” 

Pickering described the agree- 
ments reached thus far as “an en- 
couraging convergence of views” on 
the conference. He included among 
these agreement on direct talks be- 
tween the parties in bilateral com- 
mittees: on a conference plenum 


without powers to impose solutions; 
on the need for a joint Jotdanian- 
Palestinian delegation; on a settle- 
ment based on UN Security Council 
resolutions 242 and 338 and on a 
renunciation of violence; and on the 
possibility of withdrawal from the 
conference should its initial ground- 
rules be violated during the parfey. 
Pickering said that “more work” 
had to be done on the issue of Soviet 
participation and on the nature of 
Palestinian representation. While 
not explicitly ruting out PLO parti- 
cipation in the conference, Pickering 
noted that since the Palestine

a‘onth ago, the PLO has pursued 
“a harder line,” leading to friction 
with Jordan, Egypt and Syria. He

A day of anguish in Samaria

AZMUT. - The men of this Arab 
village near Eilon Moreh, who 
hadn't left for work by the time the

Several kilometres away, four 
young men from Ejlon Moreh stood 
outside the cave where the boy’s 
body had been found. They were 
like guides at a holy site, explaining 
to small groups of professional 
“tourists” — journalists - what had 
happened. Nobody. of course, knew 
exactly what had happened. 

Jhe rumours were more emo- 
tionally effective than the smalt bits 
of definite information available

‘The guides spoke as if they knew 
precisely, but when asked if they had 
seen the body, seen the bloody rock, 
seen any of the things they de- 
scribed, each would say: “No, but I 
heard from somebody who did.

Shamir appoints team 
to probe Shin Bet

The Shin Bet has declared that the 
illegal techniques are part and parcel 
of Shin Bet policy, and that its opera- 
tives have been lying about them to 
the courts for 20 years. 

But senior legal sources said last 
night that if the Shin Bet bad wanted 
to offset a possible order to launch 
criminal proceedings. they have mis- 
sed the mark. The team established 
yesterday has no legal significance. 
the sources said, adding that “any- 
one can appoint a committee.”

ON SUNDAY, waving the banner of Party 
principle, Amnon Rubinstein announced 
he was walking out on the government, 
hoping that other principled politicians 
would fgflow him Pied-Piperiike — into the 
political wilderness. But so far, no one has 
followed bis lead, not even his Shinui 
colleague MK Zaidan Atsche. 

On Tuesday, the day of our interview, he 
was still hopeful that he could persuade 
Atsche to leave the coalition and join the 
other Shinui MK, Mordechai Virshubski, 
who had refused to join the unity coalition 
from the start. "We've been through a lot 


together,” sighed the former Tel Aviv . 


University law professor and outgoing 
communications minister. “I'll try to per- 


suade him.” But Atsche, insisting that the 


Druse community he represents deserves a 
voice and access to power, refused. He is 
rumoured to be negotiating with the Likud 


; about a safe Knesset seat. 


“I'm not sorry that I decided to resign,” 
Rubinstein maintained. “I'm not sorry that 
I didn’t go with Virshubski, because it gave 
me two years and eight months to get a job 
done. But I had to leave now. I couldn't

As a result, many citizens 
have come to regard the mooted peace 
conference as an event in which the big 
powers will force Israel to give up the 
territories for little that is tangible in re- 
The outgoing minister says that he is not 
certain that the conference would lead to 

peace in the Middle East. “But without a 
conference, we have a stalemate for oany 
years to come. Ef we say ‘no now, what will 
be the alternative later?” 

- The paralysis of the government is well 
illustrated by the university-fee decision, in 
which those students who are army veter- 
ans (mostly Jews) will pay $500 less per year 


. than non-veterans (mostly Arabs). 
’ Rubinstein calls this a “stupid decision,” 
and he adds that he personally warned the 
ministers about the repercussions before 
the’ vote. “Some ministers didn’t realize 
‘what they were doing. Others did it pur- 
- posely, with an eye towards elections.” 
While attacking the cabinet decision, 
Rubinstein also chastizes those who called 
it the Israeli equivalent of apartheid. “Any- 
.one who used that term” (Labour 
Secretary-General Uzi Baram was one)

was also upset about Jewish Hebrew Uni- 
“versity students who refused to stand for 
the Hazkva anthem in protest against the 
cabinet vote, and about “excesses” by 
Arab protesters.

But changing the law regarding “Who's a 
Jew” is going too far, and Rubinstein won't 
go along with that even if his side gets its 
way on the international conference or 
other vital matters in return. 

Politics is a “rough game," says the 
law-professor-turned-politician. He seems 
to have out, the naivete characte- 
tized the founders of the defunct Democra- 
tic Movement for Change, which produced 
Shinui by Caesarian section. 

The only real answer, Rubinstein notes, 
is to change the electoral system, to allow 
more public influence on the Knesset and 
to eliminate the need to beg support from 
the religions parties. 


WHEN RUBINSTEIN changes the sub- 
ject from grim politics to what he has 
accomplished at the Communications 
Ministry, he nearly beams. He is most 
proud of the im t in the phone 
system. It has not yet reached the level of 


. Switzerland or the U.S., but has taken a 


dramatic turn for the better, 

He says that every fourth telephone line 
in the country was installed during his 
period as minister. There are fewer phone 
breakdowns; it is easier to reach 14 for 
information, 16 for line failures and 18 for 
international phone service. “We have 
reached a European standard regarding the: 


instein 


information line 14. In Jerusalem. 90 per 
cent get an immediate answer, and in Tel 
Aviv 70 per cent. Three years ago. the 
percentage was less than half that.” 

In addition, Israel was connected by 
direct international dialling with over 100 
countries. The Israeli Arab secter's com- 
munications has undergone a “real revolu- 
tion,” with many more phone lines than 
before. Today, one quarter of all of Βεζεκ 
development budget and other resources 
goes to developing the Arab sector. ‘It 
used to be 5 per cent before I came.” 

In addition, the subsidies for telecum- 
munications and postal services have neurly 
been eliminated, thus infusing them with 
more funds for making improvements, and 
reducing dependence on government. 

Bezek, which became 2 public telecom- 
munications company three years ago un 
the ruins of the Communications Mizistry's 
phone services, installed a record 145.000 
new lines in the past fiscal year. It boosted 
its productivity by 60 per cent, compared to 
1983. says Rubinstein. In addition, 2.400 
new public phones were installed in the past 
year. Because of the sudden abundance of 
public phones, public ange has decreased 
reducing vandalism οἵ the phones. 

Bezek and the new postal authority hus. 
been opened to competition from the pri- 
vate sector. Installation of telex and facsi- 
mile machines, as well as satellite antennas 
in hotels, has thrived as ἃ result. says 
Rubinstein. 

The minister boasts that he enjoyed 
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‘surprising cooperation fram the Knesset. 
tts Finance Committee. the finance minis- 
ter and Bezek officials. And “during my 
time. there wasn’t ἃ single strike at the 
Communications Ministry or at Βεζεκ." 
BLT EVEN at his most sanguine. 
Rubinstein is unabie 10 claim a victory 
regarding the Second TV channel. The

the coalition. 

However. despite great lobbying and 
legisiative efforts and the establishment of 
ἃ high-powered team neaded by Avraham 
Poraz of Shinui to pet the ball rolling, 
Rubinstein’s plans have been thwarted. A 
few weeks ago. after complaints by the 
Israel Broadcasting Authority that the 
Second Channel's experimental broadcasts 
were illegal. Attorney-General Yosef 
Harish ruled that the programme schedules 
would be prepared jointly by the Second 
Channel team and the Broadcasting Au- 
thority. 

Yhis was the moment the IBA had been 
waiting for.

Rubinstein won't name anyone he'd like 
to see as the next minister. He doesn't 
believe that recest p-ogress in telecom- 
Muncations aid ici services will dis- 
appear under 4 new minister. But he hopes 
that this successor will not change the basic 
policies he introduced. making phones 
more available to the public, services less 
subsidized and the airwaves more open to | 
alternative media.

With the ordinance, Mandatory au- 
thorities, seeking to keep the natives 
peaceful, set down that “a person 
who intends to change his religion 
and desires legal effect to be given to 
such change, shall obtain a certifi-

To this Likud legal schemers MK 
Ehud Olmert and Tel Aviv attorney 
Ya'acov Ne“eman now propose to 
add that the “registration by any law 
of the religion of a person who 
resides in Israel shall require such a 
certificate. if at the dime when the 
person approaches the Registering 
Authority his religion is different 
than that to which he was born.” 

In practical terms, this means that 
foreign converts, like local converts 
would now require the approval of 
the Chief Rabbinate - which has 
inherited the title of the Mandatory 
“head of the Religious Community” 
— before the Interior Ministry will 
agree to register them as Jews. 

Peretz is described by many nego- 
tiators as “naive.” Judging by the 
objections of experts and the un- 
favourable political realities in the 
Knesset, it appears that Peretz might 
have once again fallen prey to ἃ 
proposal which is tog good to be 
true, 


MK PROFESSOR Avner Shaki has 
for over two decades been trying to 
get the Knesset to approve the “Who 
isa Jew” amendment to the Law of 
Return. In 1972 he resigned from his 
post as deputy minister in protest 
over the government's refusal to 
adopt a purely halachic definition of 


Return. He says that his rivals’ for- 
mula won't achieve its aim, and may 
even make matters worse for sup- 
porters of strictly Orthodox conver- 
sions.

“General: My question to 
the U.S. government is whether it 
would be agreeable to issue at this 
Stage a statement of support for 
convening a meeting on the question 
of promoting peace in the Middle 
East. Now, the wording could be 
chosen in such a way that the meet- 
ing would not necessarily be identic- 
al with the international conference 
requested by the UN General 
Assembly in a resolution in Decem- 
ber 1986. The wording could leave 
that open. 

[The secretary-general here refer- 
red to his report to the Security 
Council of May 7, 1987, in which he 
noted that “in contrast-with the 
experience of recent years, none of 
the Council members in 
principle the idea of an international 
conference under UN auspices. It 
was clear, however, that wide differ- 
ences still existed regarding the form 
that a conference should take... I am 
encouraged by the increased interest 
on the part of the international com- 
munity in the idea of a conference 
that would be convened under Un- 
ited Nations auspices on a basis 
acceptable to all...) 

... The situation now has become a 
little confused, and there is a necessi- 
ty to give it a gentle push forward. So 
the question is if we could get a 
statement by the five great powers in 
favour of a meeting. And the first 
point to ascertain is the position of 
the U.S. government. 


U.S: Let me make clear from the 
start, Mr. Secretary-General, some- 
thing that you and I have discussed 
several times in the past: the U.S. is 
not in favour of a preparatory con- 
ference. My government would 
favour, or would be prepared to 
agree to, the convening of a confer- 
ence, under the auspices of the UN 
“ον ig order to enable the parties 
concerned in the Middle East to start 
negotiations which might eventually 
lead to the promotion of peace in the 
area. Under those circumstances, 
the U.S. would be prepared to prop- 
ose a text for an invitation which 
you, Mr. Secretary-General might 
issue ... if agreeable to the parties 
and to the other invitees. 

May I make clear our view that an 
invitation must be issued to member- 
states of the UN, because the adop- 
tion of any other procedures would, 

-I think, most likely prove a nearly 
insurmountable stumbling block for 
the convening of such a conference. 
Secretary. : | want to make 
my viewpoint clearer. There 15 at this 
time, possibly, a favourable situa- 
tion, but there are also a lot of 
negative developments. The prob- 
lem is how to keep up the momen- 


tum of peace. So my suggestion was, 
at this stage, instead of entering right 
ow upon the question of the for- 
raulation of the document [invite 
tion] which may raise serious diffi- 
culties, to issue in the name of the 
Great Powers a general statement of 
support for an international meeting 
on peace in the Middle East. Would 
the U.S. be agreeable to such a 
broad declaration of support for 
talks, with Great Power participa- 
tion, on the Middle East? 

U.S.: Well, Mr. Secretary-General, 
as you know, certain talks have 
taken place between the U.S. gov- 
ernment and the governments of 
Jordan, Israel and other interested 
parties. In those discussions, certain 
ideas have emerged which we be- 
lieve could possibly meet the re- 
quirement that you yourself have 
mentioned — namely to convene the 
ορρίξιθηρε on a basis acceptable to 
Given the difficulties, we would 
not be opposed in principle to a 
general statement as you have prop- 
osed, provided of course that such a 
general:statement would be accept- 
able to the parties in the area. This 
does not mean that the statement 
would have to be issued in their 
name as well, but it would be very 
useful, if you might wish to share 
your ideas about such a text with 
us... We might, very informally, ex+ 
change views with our friends and 
partners in the Middle East to ascer- 
tain if it [a statement] could indeed 
advance the aims which obviously 
we both share.... I do not believe 
that an initiative taken by the 
secretary-general himself could 
prove useful. [Rather] we, the U.S., 
will try and informally probe 
whether the parties with whom we 
have talked and made progress 
would be amenable to such an idea. 
Secretary-General: I am entirely in 
agreement about the U.S. probe... 
and I in the meantime will also try to 
explore viewpoints without taking 
any formal initiative. 

U.S.: ... would strongly urge that no 
approaches be made just now to the 
parties in the area because, as you 
very well know, we have talked to 
the parties, and if there is any hope 
at all at the present time of conven- 
ing this [conference], it is the result 
of initiatives that have been taken in 
the area and of our prolonged talks 
with the parties. 

Two months later, the U.S. repre- 
sentative reports back to the 
secretary-general. He ignores the 
secretary's proposal of a “broad 
Statement,” noting that, after infor- 
mal talks with the parties in the area,

to be acceptable to all, for a forum 
which would facilitate the opening of 
negotiations between the parties, 
with a view to putting an end to any 
State of war and leading to the con- 
clusion of treaties of peace.”

We are ail committed to solving 
the Palestinian problem “in all its 
aspects,” and we all recognize that 
without such a solution there will be 
no peace in the Middle East. We 
know, moreover, that the Arab 

has recognized the PLO as 
the sole legitimate representative of 
the Palestinians. Ἢ 

On the other hand, the PLO itself 
does not wish to participate ~ at any 
rate on the terms which the other 
parties find acceptable. In addition, 
we in Britain have another problem 
— one of principle and morality. This 
is the problem of a terrorist orga- 
nization. Our prime minister has 
stated repeatedly that we will never 
penmnit terror to reap any rewards. 

Let me therefore express the hope 
that the PLO will facilitate, in 
accordance with the Venice Declara- 
tion, its association — perhaps at a 
later stage — with the negotiating 
process, by accepting the conditions 
Lei the other parties regard as 
vital. 

This, then, at present is the vicious 
circle surrounding Palestinian repre- 
sentation. Our duty in the Council, 
in the view of HMG Majesty's 
Government), is to break that 
vicious circle — perhaps in a process 
of stages. Let us first attempt to 
create a situation in which talks 
begin, between those parties who 
are willing and able to participate. 
Let them start talking... 

We understand that they them- 
selves want to see Palestinians take 
part in the talks -- and these, of 
course, would have to be acceptable 
to all parties: Israel, Jordan, and the 
PLO itself. Such acceptability ought 
to be arranged in discreet behind- 


the-scenes contacts which we, the 
permanent menibers, can assist. 

This would be, in the view of 
HMG, the most effective way for us 
to break the vicious circle. And we 
would hope that the government of 
Israel would give its tacit consent to 
this ‘sort of composition. and 
appreciate that without such com- 
position no talks can begin... 

1 would stress. finally, that at this 
stage informal talks are crucially 
important, and I would therefore 
urge the secretary-general -- raving 
regard to many precedents estab- 
lished by himself and his 
sors — to extend his good offices to 
such informal efforts. 

And I recommend that you avail 
yourself of the assistance of the indi- 
vidual permanent members in their 
individual relationships with the va- 
rious parties. Thus, if the Soviet 
Union accepts our proposed 
approach, it should be expected to 
influence the PLO to go along with 
it. The U.S., by the same token, 
would exert its influence with Israel, 
while we would try to persuade Jor- 
dan. All in an informal way. The UN 
Ought to step in formally only once 
accords have been reached regard- 


ing the composition and jure 
of the negotiations. Thee woeld 
certainly be no poiot in the UN 
issuing a declaration which the par- 
ties would not accept... 

A chastened secretary-general 
seeks solace from the French repre- 
sentative. He informs him that the 
U.S. position is “rigid — they insist on 
only states and no PLO. But I, as UN 
secretary-general, am duty-bound to. 
ensure the PLO's presence or repre- 
sentation, or at least defence of its 
views, according to General Assem- 
bly resolutions.” The British, he 
Says, are “even tougher-—they oppose 
any formal move at all. But informal 
contacts have been proceeding for so 
long [to no end], and we are liable to 
lose the momentum....'"" He notes 
France's traditional ties with Syria, 
observing that an international con- 
ference could put the Golan Heights 
back on the international agenda. 


France: We do indeed see ourselves 
as especially close to the region, and 
particularly empathetic with the par- 
ties and problems. Our interests, 
therefore, are perhaps broader than 
those of other permanent members. 

We do not feel that the U.S. 
should be laying down conditions 
[for the conference]. nor do we be- 
lieve that the UN is necessarily the 
appropriate instrumentality. We 
have been speaking hitherto of UN 
“auspices” ~ not of the UN under- 
taking a substantive role. 

France, as a founding member of 
the European Community and in- 
itiator of the Venice Declaration, 
would wish to recall the Commun- 
ity’s pledge in February this year to 
“make an active contribution” {to- 
wards a Middle East peace confer- 
ence]. The EC maintains an active 
and sustained interest in the region. 
Our president just recently con- 
ducted a study mission there. Thus 
there is, in effect, an existing 
machinery — European political 
cooperation — which is acceptable to 
the parties and which might well be 
useful, and indeed more acceptable 
than other instrumentalities. [ won- 


der, therefore, whether it might not 
be useful to coupt the EC president 
as a party to the proposed interna- 
tional conference. 3 

[Regarding the secretary- 
general's proposal to draft a “broad 
statement"] I believe that new state- 
ments, coming on top of those 
already extant, might complicate a 
situation that is sufficiently compli- 
cated as it is. 


USSR: Let me first of all remind you, 
Mr. Secretary-General, that you 
work in a “glass-house,” and hence 
all your moves and contacts are 
visible and known to us -- including 
those you have undertaken without 
consultation with us. 

As you well know, the Soviet 
government has always been pre- 
pared to respond favourably to an 
mvitation from the UN secretary- 
general to hold an international con- 
ference on the Middle East.

The Egyptians told 
us that it was their feeling that if we 
dealt with Arafat in a principled and 
unambivalent fashion we might be 


leasantly surprised. 5 

We had the same sort of discus- 
sions with the Jordanians and got an 
identical response from Jordan, that 
if Arafat were presented with a fair 
accompli about Chinese willingness 
to attend the conference, we would 
find him more flexible than ex-

We also talked with the Israelis. 
We cold them that we were conscious 
of their domestic sensitivities about 
talking to the PLO within the con- 
text of the conference — we said we 
also believed that Peres within his 
heart of hearts knows that it is abso- 
lutely impossible to achieve even a 
modicum of success in the confer- 
ence under the guise of some sort of 
Jordan-Palestinian ion com- 
posed of a handful of artificial 
Palestinians. For the conference to 
succeed, it was absolutely essential 
to have an independent Palestinian 
delegation. 

We then told the Israelis that in 
our contact with the PLO, we could 
achieve PLO acceptance of 242 and 
338 and renunciation of terrorism, 
and an agreement to put together a 
delegation that would not include 
Arafat or any names that would 
create domestic problems for Peres, 
that we could finesse the problem — 
in exchange for the Israelis agreeing 
to a separate Palestinian delegation 
that honoured Israeli sensibilities. 

We also wanted from Israel an 
unambiguous declaration that there 
would be ἃ freeze on. settlements. 
We also wanted a declaration of 
Israeli ‘willingness to accept, some 
time in the future, some kind of 
Palestinian national entity. The ob- 
ject of the declaration, its effect, 
would be such that Israelis, for their 
purposes, could interpret it as not 
necessarily leading to the creation of 
an independent Palestinian state, 
cegsity, it would be worded ambi- 
valently. We told the Israelis that 
were they to accept these conditions, 
we would be willing to open an 
interest section (in Tel Aviv). And 
on successful conclusion of the con- 
ference, we would agree to expand 
this to an embassy. We feel we hold 
the key to the convening of the 
conference. ᾿ 
Secretary-General: There are cer- 
tain facts of life.. The two great powers 
have decisive influence in the Middle 
East. The two should talk to the 


Chinese. : 
China: The Chinese government will 
of course publicly say that we are 
happy to talk to the U.S. and the 
USSR. But privately we will leak the 
results of -the talks with the Arabs 
and the Israelis, making clear that 
we, China, hold the key to the con- 
ference’s success. 

France: We watched with respect the 
deliberations of the two t na- 
tions of the earth, but the realities of

_ Hopes fading for 
an early meeting 


SECRETARY of State George 
Shultz and his top aides were clearly 
surprised during their recent visit to 
China when a Foreign Ministry offi- 
cial handed Shultz a diplomatic note 
from PLO chairman Yasser Arafat. 

The note, according to U.S. offi- 
cials, restated the PLO’s readiness to 
participate in an international con- 
ference on the Arab-Israeli conflict 
‘which would include the participa- 
tion of the five permanent members 
of the United Nations Security 
Council. The note also said the PLO 
would be willing to attend the con- 
ference on the basis of UN Security 
Council Resolutions 242 and 338 
provided that all other UN General 
Assembly resolutions on the Palesti- 
nian question were also cited, 

The content of Arafat's message 
was pot very surprising. This has 
been the PLO position for some 
time. What was unusual. the Amer- 
icans said, was the PLO's use of 
China to pass on such a message -- 
normally, the PLO uses “‘moderate™ 
Asab countries for that purpose -- 
and China’s readiness to be used. It 
was the first time that the Chinese 
hae been prepared to serve as a 
formal diplomatic conduit between 
the PLO and Washington. 

In the past, the Chinese had al- 
ways been extremely cautious, want- 
ing to maintain a low profile in the 
Arab-Israeli conflict. They generally 
tried to stay out of that diplomatic 
arena as much as possible, even as 
they paid strong lip service to the 
Palestinian cause. The Arab-Israeli 
problem is a sideshow for China; 
why squander valuable points on a 
no-win situation? 

In contrast, U.S. specialists said, 
the Chinese have played a much 
more visible role in the Lran-Lraq 
war. China has emerged. in recent 
years as one of Iran’s major weapons 
suppliers. This has become a very 
valuable solirce of hard currency for 
China. Thus. they have a much grea- 
ter stake in the Iran-Iraq confronta- 
tion. 

At best, the Chinese are luke- 
warm about getting involved in an 
international conference on the 
Arab-Israeli conflict. But by all 
accounts, ey would still agree to 
participate if their four Security 
Council partners -- the U.S., Soviet 
Union, France and Britain -- as well 
as Israel and the Arabs (including 
the PLO) asked them to join. 


CHINA'S WILLINGNESS to pass 
along Arafat's note was seen in 
Washington as an indication of a 
shift in the Chinese posture. Slowly 
but surely, China is becoming in- 


creasingly more willing to take some, 


modest risks to advance its own 
diplomatic interests in the Middle 
East and elsewhere around the 
world — risks that would have been 
considered unheard of only a year or 
two ago. 

But China’s traditional caution 
was still very much evident even in 
its readiness to convey the message. 
Shultz received the note from a mid- 
level Foreign Ministry official. The 
Chinese, according to the Amer- 
icans, were still holding back. 

If the note had been given to 
Shultz by a top leader, it would have 
signalled a much greater Chinese 
willingness to get involved in Arab- 
Israeli diplomacy. Then, the note 
would have taken on a greater mean- 
ing. 

The Chinese recognize that they 
would almost certainly have to 
establish diplomatic relations with 
Israel before being allowed to attend 
any such parley. And the Chinese, 
while certainly moving toward such a 
decision, are not yet prepared for 
formal ties. 

U.S. officials confirmed that there 


‘has been a secret dialogue between 


Israel and China for several years. 
There are commerical ties, reported- 
ly including Israeli arms exports to 
China. But so far, the Chinese have 
not been willing to confirm that 
relationship. Eventually, it will hap- 
pen, according to the Americans. 
Bui that is going to take time. 

The same holds true for the Soviet 
‘Union. which has taken the lead in

very aggressively calling for an inter- 
national conference. In December, 
1986, the Soyiets pushed a resolution 
through the UN General Assembly 
calling for an international confer- 
ence. Since 1983, this kind of scsoju- 
tion has been an annual eveut in the 
General Assembly. ‘This most recent 
resolution was adopted by a vote of 
123 to 3, the three voting nay includ- 
ing the U.S., Israel and Papua New 
Guinea. 

The resolution called on UN 
Secretary-General Perez de Cuellar 
to consult with the five permanent 
members of the Security Council to 
convene a “preparatory meeting” 
which would lead to a full-scale in- 
ternational conference. Thus, the

As a fesult, on April 10. the 
Secretary-General convened the five 
permanent members for some “in- 
formal™ consultations on an Arab- 
Israeli conference. In Perez de Cuel- 
lar’s formal report released in early 
May, he noted that there was no 
agreement among the five - let alone 
among the Arabs and Israel ~ on the 

res for convening an inter- 
national conference. 


BRITAIN and France, according to 
authoritative diplomats, adopted 
similar formal positions. Neither 
favoured an actual preparatory 
meeting among the five. although 
both did favour “preparations,” 
which were left vague. Privately, the 
French were clearly closer to the 
views expressed by the Soviet Union 
and the British were closer to Amer- 
ica’s stance. 

A French diplomat in Washington 
was very cautious in bis remarks 
even though he asked not to be 
identified. 

The diplomat said his government 
supported the idea of an internation- 
al conference. “15 a good idea.” he 
said. “‘Our attitude is positive." But 
he declined to decribe France’s 
views on a proper formula for such a 
gathering. “In principle,” he said, 
“we believe the people in the area 
should decide on these procedures.” 

He said that France does not 
necessarily oppose the Soviet Un- 
ion’s desire that the five members 
would plan more than a symbolic 
role. But he quickly added that these 
were matters that still had to be 
resolved among the parties “directly 
concemed™. 

The Soviets favour the imple- 
mentation of the General Assembly 
resolution -- meaning an actual “pre- 
paratory” meeting of the five Secur- 
ity Council members to reach agree- 
ment on a formula for an interna- 
tional conference. But the U.S. posi- 


tion. us expressed on April 10 to the 
secretury-general, was in strong 
opposition to any such notion. 

On May 17, Secretary Shultz de- 
scribed in the most authoritative 
statement to date the U.S. position 
on an intemational conference. Any 
such parley would have to result in 
direct. bilateral negotiations among - 
the parties immediately concerned. 
The full plenary members would not 
be in any position to veto or impede 
these kinds of negotiations. There 
could be no imposed settlements. 

But this U.S. position is unaccept- 
able to the Soviets. as underlined by 
a Soviet spokesman in Moscow on 
May 19. He said that any conference 
must be more than an “umbrella” 
for face-to-face negotiations be- 
tween Israel and Jordan. He also 
insisted that the PLO should deter- 
mine who should represent the 
Palestinians. 

Still, the spokesman said Soviet 
officials were prepared to be flexible 
on details of the role the Soviet 
Union and other major powers 
would play in such a conference. He 
also declined to rule out the possibil- 
ity that the PLO might. with Soviet 
encouragement, approve a Palesti- 
nian delegation to the talks that was 
not directly affiliated with the orga- 
nization. In a report from Moscow, 
The New York Times said Soviet 
leaders were “taking pains not to set 
firm preconditions. 

U.S. and Israeli officials are still 
worried about Soviet intentions. 
They fear that the Kremlin wants an 
international conference that it can 
control. 


IN ANY CASE, the whole idea of an 
international conference seems dead 
— at least for the time being -- given 
the procedural differences among 
the five Security Council members, 
Israel. the Arab states and the PLO. 
The PLO. in its own contacts with 
the UN secretary-general, has in- 
sisted that it be formally invited to an 
international conference as a sepa- 
rate and equal entity — and not part 
of a Jordanian delegation. 

The split in Israet between Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir and Fore- 
ign Minister Shimon Peres has also 
killed much of the momentum that 
had been building up in recent 
weeks, according to U.S. officials. 
Until Israel gets its own political act 
together, they suggested, the peace 
process is going to remain at a stand- 
still. 

The Peres-Shamir debate has 
clearly spilled dver into the U.S., as 
reflected this week in editorials in 
The Washington Post and The Wall 
Street Journal, The Post blamed Sha- 
mir for standing in the way of peace 
(“Likud Blocks the Way”). 

The Journal, on the other hand, 
praised Shamir and the Likud for 
rejecting an international meeting 
which would include the Soviets. 
“The fact is that a conference among 
Israeli and Arab doves is a recipe not 
for peace but for trouble, particular- 
ly if the Soviets are at the table,” the 
editorial said. “Sometimes — as Mr. 
Reagan knows from the arms debate 
— the test of leadership is knowing 
how and when to say ‘no.” Mr. 
Shamir has passed that test at home 
in the past week, and now is an 
appropriate time for the Reagan 
administration to weigh in with some 
international support." 

There is ἃ similar division within 
the American Jewish community. 
This was evident the other day when 
Peres uddressed the annual policy 
conference of the American Israel 
Public Affairs Committee, the pro- 
israeli lobbying organization in 
Washington. The foreign minister, 
who devoted almost his entire 
speech to the merits of an interna- 
tional conference. received a luke- 
warm reception from the more than 
1,500 delegates from around the 
country. 

In short, the chances for an inter- 
national conference actually conven- 
ing in the near future seem in- 
creasingly remote. 
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DURING the very week in which 
the Israeti political system, with ‘its 
ironically-named “government of 
Rational unity," was marking a new 
low in political anarchy, the Hebrew 
University’s Department of Amer- 
ican Studies was playing host to a 
conference on the bicentennial of 
the U.S. Constitution. 

The very idea of an Israeli uni- 
versity holding such a conference 
Was obviously part of a public rela- 
tions reflection of the growing 
Americanization of so many aspects 
of Israeli life. But besides its also 
being a very legitimate academic 
exercise, given the number of Israeli 
academics and lawyers who are 
deeply immersed in the minutiae of 
the U.S: Constitution and its history, 
the conference provided a useful 
context for a consideration of the 
question whether the American poli- 
tical experience bas anything useful 
to offer to an Israel which finds itself 
in deep trouble with its own political 
system. 

As an observer at the four ses- 
sions, [ came away with mixed ideas 
as to the applicability of the Amer- 
ican constitutional and political ex- 
perience to our situation, with the 
exception of one point, on which I 
have no reservations. James Sund- 
quist, of the Brookings Institution, 
spoke of the establishment of a 
group of leading academics and poli- 
tical and judicial practitioners, cal- 
led the Committee on the Constitu- 
tional System, which has been con- 
sidering for reform of the 
Constitution, and has submitted its 
first recommendations for public de- 
bate. The group is headed by former 
Republican cabinet member Doug- 
las Dillon and former Democratic 
White House counsel, Lloyd Cutler. 
THEIR exact recommendations are 
less important for Israel than is the 
fact that ἃ group of -prestigious 
American public figures is sufficient- 
ly alive to the grave deficiencies of 
the American system to get together 
to urge changes in America’s most 
sacrosanct political document, the 
Constitution. 

If there is anything I would envy 
the Americans for it is that openness 
of mind that disposes them to consid- 
er fundamental changes in their rules 
of the game, although none of the 
American participants in the confer- 
ence was naive enough.to believe 
that any of their proposals stood an 
easy chance of adoption. 

MANY of the American strict inter- 
preters of that 200-year-old docu-

constitution and instead constitute 
itself as Israel's First Knesset. 

THE U.S. Constitution is nade up 
of two categories of clauses.

govern the relations between the 
States and the federal government, 

elections, the separation of powers 
among the executive, legislative and

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BY YESTERDAY the government 
was being pressured from all sides to 
Teconsider, and the policy, in prac- 
tical terms at least, appeared to be at 
death’s door. 

But in the moment of victory, the 
alliance between the universities and 
the students began to display alarm- 
ing cracks. As the common enemy 
receded, the old arguments resur- 
faced -- with a vengeance. 

The universities had refused to go 
along with a two-tier tuition fee, said 
Berman, and that was to be ap- 
plauded. But in its place they had 
called for ἃ $1,680 fee for ali, and 
that was just not on. 

Throughout the spring, the stu- 
dents had stood on picket lines in a 

ign for an $800 tuition fee. 
They weren't about to give that up, 
the student leader insisted. 

The universities were not 
taking advantage of the situation to 
soak the students. They were also 
losing out on an historic opportunity 
to join with the NUS in the battle 
against the government, he added. 

“We have already pursuaded the 
public that that tuition fee must be 
reasonable and we hope the univer- 
Sities are not serious in their demand 
for higher fees. But if they are, they 
should be in no doubt that we will 
fight,” wamed Berman. 


A FIRM indication that the students 
are in.a fighting mood came early 
yesterday morning with the results of 
the student council elections at the 
Hebrew University. 

The left swept the board, with the 
ruling Ofek (Alignment), Omer 
(CRM and Mapam) and Shinui 
group winning 54 per cent of the 
seats on the student representative 
committee. This was a 7 per cent 
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increase compared to last year, 
while, at the same time the Li 
linked Gilad group's share of the 
vote dropped from 33 per cent to 
23.8 per cent. 

Council chairman Uri Ben-Hur, a 
leading figure in the student struggle 
this year, took the result as a sign of 
confidence in his tough policies. 

Tt-was also significant, be said, that 
the number of students voting had 
also gone up from 38 per cent last 
year to 50 per cent yesterday. 

“The students have decided they 
want to continue to fight,” said Ben- 
Hur, one of several student leaders 
to have been arrested during scuffles 
with the police in che past few 
months. ‘This is a response to the 
Tacist decision of the cabinet, a deci- 
sion taken for purely electoral 
reasons by the Likud ministers.” 

Like Berman, he hoped that the 
universities would not push their 
demand for a big tuition fee. It was 
up to the government to help the 
institutions. The students could not 
be expected to bear the burden. 

But, he warned: “If they do de- 
mand $1,680, our answer will be no. 
These elections have given us ἃ man- 
date to go on fighting and so we will. 
We will carry out bigger demonstra- 
tions and we may even refuse to pay 
any tuition fee as a protest. In any 
case, depending on what the univer- 
sities and the government decide, it 
could be a long hot summer.” 

One thing seems certain. Unless 
Education Minister Yitzhak Navon 
can persuade his cabinet colleagues 
to think again about financing higher 
education, the students, the univer- 
sities and the government will once 
again be at loggerheads. And we 
may yet look back upon the past 
week as a period of relative calm on 
our strife-tomm campuses. 


AS PRIME MINISTER Yitzhak Sha- 
mir and Vice-Premier and Foreign 
Minister Shimon Peres continue to 
run rings around each other, they 
offer us the sight of a government 
with both of its feet planted firmly in 
mid-air, Their adviser must be none 
other than French high-wire. artiste 
Philippe Petit.

THE portions read this week are 
Behar-behukotai (Leviticus 25:1- 
27:34), 


Many centuries before the English 
barons in the year 1215 forced King 
John, under threat of civil war, to 
Sign the Magna Carta, the Great 
Charter, which secured the liberties 
of certain sections of the population, 
the Tora commanded:“Proclain 
liberty throughout the land to all its 
inhabitants!"" (Leviticus 25:10). 

One day in June 1776, after more 
centuries of official deprivation of 
buman liberties, a bell rung solemnly 
in the city of Philadelphia to 
announce the American Declaration 
of Independence, granting rights to 
all people, who “were created 
equal.” On the face of the bell, since 
then known as the Liberty Bell, were 
inscribed the above words from the 
book of Leviticus. Years later, in 
1835, the bell and its inscription 
cracked. So did human liberties in 
many countries around the world, 
not excluding the United States. A 
replica of the bell, the original of 
which is proudly exhibited at Inde- 
pendence Square in Philadelphia 
(cracked and held together by iron 
bolts), adorns the beautiful Bell 
Garden (Gan Ha-pa'amon) in Jeru- 
“salem. 

The Tora’s instruction to “proc- 
laim liberty” to all was not a mere 
idealistic slogan, but part of a legisla- 
tive scheme, encompassing the 
seventh year of release of the land 
-(shemita) and the fiftieth year of the 
‘jubilee (yovel). 

“When you come into the land 
which 1 give you, then shall the land 
observe a sabbath unto the Lord. Six 
years you shall sow your field, and 
six years you shall prane your 
vineyard, and gather in the produce 
thereof. But in the seventh year shall 
be a sabbath of soleinn rest for the 
land.” (ibid., 25:1-7). 

This is followed by another in-

There are two ways to attend this summer's Israel 
Festival: you could buy a ticket and walk through the 
door, or you could take the long walk over hell.

“sanctify the fiftieth year, and proc- 
laim liberty throughout the land to 
all its inhabitants.” 

Both the sabbath of the land, 
every seventh year, and the jubilee 
every fifty years, represent certain 
social ecomomic ideas, which even 
in our day, may provide the key to 
the solution of some of the major ilis 
of human society. 


JUST AS THE purpose of the week- 
ly sabbath is not only to have a day of 
rest, in order to accumulate energy 
for another week of work, so also, 
the purpose of the yearly sabbath is 
ποῖ mesely to give the land ἃ repose, 
so that it may be invigorated for 
better yields in years to come. 
According to Tora itself (verse 6), 
the aim of the sabbatical year is to 
blot out differences between the 
“have's" and the “have not's,” to 
give everyone (even the beasts in the 
field) an opportunity to enjoy the 
benefit of free provision. 

On the sabbatical year both rich 
and poor are released from being 
conditioned forever by a set pattera 
of life; enabling everyone to pursue a 
year of study and personal spiritual 


growth. 

This parallel between the weekly 
and yearly sabbaths was suggested 
and elaborated upon by Rabbi Abra- 
ham Isaac Kook in his book Shabbat 
Ha-aretz (The Sabbath of the Land), 
considered a modem classic on the 
subject. 

This parallelism was expanded 
further to underscore the religious 
educational value of both the weekly 
and the yearly sabbaths. Both come 
to impress us with the fact that by 
cessation from work, whether for 
one day a week, or for one year in 
seven years, we shall not become 
impoverished. Our material well- 
being does not hinge solely on the 
effort we put into achieving it, but 
mainly upon the blessing which the

Almighty bestows upon those 
efforts. “And if you shall say: ‘What 
shall we eat the seventh year, since 
we do not plant or harvest our 
crops?” I will send you such a bles- 
sing in the sixth year, that the land 
wil yield enough for three years.” 
(ibid. , 20-21). 


THE IMPACT OF THE jubilee 
year, which occurs once every 50 
years, Seems to be more radical. The 
proclamation of “liberty throughout 
the land” and the “return of every 
man unto his possession...and unto 
his family,” carries with it one of the 
greatest revolutionary ideas in all of 
humar history. Although we cannot 
be sure if and when the yovel was 
actually practiced, it was never 
looked upon as a utopia, but as very 
much tied to a certain fopia, the land 
of israel, which was to serve as a 
pioneering laboratory and pilot 
plant for just and proper human 


Henry George, the great social 
and economic reformer of the 19th 
century, has this to say about the 
jubilee year, in his famous treatise 
“Moses” (1878); ᾿ 

“Moses saw that the real cause of 
the enslavement of the masses of 


people into the very rich and the very 
poor, and inevitably to enslave 
labour, to make the few the masters 
of the many, no matter what the 
itical forms, to vice and 


The wrong that ate out 
the heart of Rome, that produced 
the imbruting serfdom of Poland and

the gaunt misery of Ireland.. the 
wrong that is today crowding fami- 
lies into single rooms in this very city 
and filling our new states of the other 
side of the Atlantic with tramps...

By the 
instituting of the jubilee he provided 
fora re-distribution of the land every 
fifty years and made monopoly im- 
possible.”

IT'S BEEN put on the back bummer 
now, but the simmering, τὸν in the 
petrochemical industry is bound τὸ 
bubble over again. sooner or later. 
What follows is therefore only an 
interim report, alung the lines of the 
story so far... 

Where to commence the tale is a 
bit tricky. but to unde:saund any- 
thing you have to know that in the 
beginning there were the Oil Re- 
finerics in Haifa Refining oil. 
however, is only the simplest thing 
you can do with black gold. as Joel 
Ostrowiey knows better than most 
people on this earth, 

Now old enough to be classified a 
senior citizen. Ostrowicz's fascinat- 
ing life-stury wan for present pur- 
Puser fe culnpivsovd to two sent- 
ences. The Folish burn citcauteal 2n- 
gineer succeeded i geting our of 
Europe in time, and quickly made a 
fortune in South America, in indust- 
rial chemistry such as photograhic 
films. Turning to petrochemicals, he 
moved from small to big fortunes 
and has bees ade. + the field for 
wer decades t+ 


fn the «a: 
volved im the 
ican investrient group that set-up 
Clal Isruel. before finding himself 
edged out by the Israch banks to his 
great and unforgiving disgust. He 
nevertheless became ἃ major inves- 
tor in {srael, and by persuading the 
late Pinhas Sapir that petrochemic- 
als was a desirable industry for the 
country to have. he paved the way 
for the establishment of Israel Pet- 
rochemical Enterprises (IPE) in 
1962. ᾿ 

This company, and others that 
sprang up around Haifa Bay, all 
received their raw material (“feed- 


stock” in industry jargon) from the , 


Oil Refineries Limited (ORL). To 
understand the connection between 
oil and petrochemicals, it is easiest to 
quote Ostrowicz's story of how he 
explained the concept to Sapir. 
Pointing to the flaine of gas being 
flared off from the refineries Ustro- 
wicz said, “Instead of burning that 
stuff as waste, I wan. io use It” 

The stuff in questiun is cinyleie, 
which IPE turns iuto polyethylene, 
which in tum is used in the plastics

The aivst exquisie part of this 
«ρος is the cactics being used by 
both sides. These are perhaps the 
best reflection of the changed intei- 
lectual climate in [sraeli economic 
thinking: Both sides are seeking to 
outflank the other from the right, by 
proving that their opponent is in 
favour of statisi intervention in in- 
dustry and finance, while they are 
champions of free enterprise. 


TO GET to the guts of the row, it 
would appear that Sharon and Shah- 
al promised ORL and iPE that if 


they teamed up and expanded pro- . 


duction together via the Carmel Ole- 
fin project. they would be given 
benefits from the government nor- 
nially reserved only for investments 
in Grade A development zones. In 
Practice, this meant that if Ostrowicz 
and his mates put up $60m., the 
guvernment would cough up the re- 
maining $45m, needed for the plan. 


No way , said the Treasury. Haifa 
is not a Grade A zone, and we can't 
make precedents of that nature, or 
else everyone will want the goodies, 
wherever they set up shop. 

But, said Ostrowicz, who took the 
lead role in the partnership, we can’t 
set our plant up in a grade A zone, 
because we must be adjacent to 
ORL, who supply our feedstock. 
And if we don’t get Grade A be- 
nefits, we won’t go ahead, because it 
won't be worth our while ~ the rate 
of return on the investment will be 
too fow. 

Too bad, said the , tum 
ing on its laissez-faire charm. If the 
investment is worthwhile, you 
should finance it yourself and leave 
us out. If it isn’t, why should we join 
you in financing it anyway? 

Because, said Ostrowicz, it will 
Create jobs (in depressed Haifa, 
Shahal's bome town and base) ‘and 


-exports. as well as helping develop 


the plastics industry in .kibbatzim 
and development towns (which no 
minister ought to want to object to). 
And our added value is high. There- 
fore, if you are worried about prece- 
dents, make the rules so that anyone 
who sets up a factory that has high 
added value and most of whose out- 
put goes to exports should benefit 
from Grade A incentives, irresepc-

However, while Ostrowicz tried 
to tell the Treasury how to run the 
country, the Treasury tried to tell 
Qstrowicz how to run his business: If 
the thing is worthwhile for you, do it. 
If it isa’t, then it isn’t for us either. 
and the benefits to the 
wider economy won't make any dif- 
ference, they said. 

Of course it’s not worthwhile for 
us, said Ostrowicz. But that’s be- 
cause government interference in 
every aspect of pricing, finance 
costs, investment rules and all the 
rest of the disgusting bureaucratic 
paraphernalia that you Israelis have 
built up is so disruptive as to make it 
not worthwhile. If you want to be 
capitalists, why don’t you deregulate 
the oil industry, abolish investment 
incentives and parallel taxes used to 
finance them, and let everyone run 
their own business as best they can. 

This is another fine gambit, aimed 
at the liberal and pro-free market 
approach supposedly taking hold in 
the Treasury. Giving as good as they 


get, Treasury. officials have noted . 


that IPE always.asked for, and often 
got, better terms: from the govern- 
ment than the general framework of 


: incentives allowed for at the time. 


. Thus, for four years in the late 
Seventies and early Eighties, IPE 
received an effective subsidy on the 
ethylene it bought. It also used to get 
a higher ration of export subsidies 
than was justified by its added value 
rating. “That's his style,” said one 
Treasury source of Ostrowicz re- 
cently. “He always demands a lot, 
and loudly, to see what he can get. 
It’s perfectly legitimate, but it 
i mean we have to give it to 


THESE SUGGESTIONS that 
Ostrowicz had benefited from 
above-average government help 


reached a peak when one newspaper 
quoted the finance minister as saying 


Ostrowicz was coming to the govern- 
ment (over Grade A status ) with 
“Jess than clean hands.” 

Ostrowicz has never been noted 
for having a phlegmatic Polish tem- 
perament — rather. he has a fiery 
Latin temper. and this slight made 
him see red. He has been demanding 
a public apology from Nissim ever 
since the report's publication, and he 
dismisses the Treasury's denial that 
Nissim ever authored such remarks. 

Tf an apology is not forthcoming. 
Ostrowicz has told this reporter, he 
will sell out his stake in IPE, donate 
the proceeds to charity, and cut his 
long-standing business association 
with Israel. This kind of high-handed 
behaviour by ministers and civil ser- 
vants is what has, over the years, 
driven away so many Jewish entrep- 
reneurs from doing business in 
Israel, he added. Only his own irra- 
tional Zionist devotion has made 
him stick it out so long. he said, but 
this time he’s had enough. 

The Treasury is unmoved by the 
thetoric. “We have confidence that 
he will do what's good for him. If he 
doesn't go ahead with Carme! Ole- 
fin, (which received Grade B status 
as a compromise, worth $22m. of 
government support. although the 
‘Treasury wanted Grade C, meaning 
no special benefits), that suggests 
that that is the correct decision -- for 
us as well as for him." said the 
Treasury official. 

In other words, we now have the 
absurd situation that the Treasury 
says that what's good for Joel Ostro- 
wicz is good for the State Of Israel, 
while Joel Ostrowicz himself says 

‘that what's good for the State of 
Israel is good for Joel Ostrowicz. 

At the moment, there is a lull in 
the war of words, although Ostro- 
wicz’s recently delivered a 
tremendous barrage of abuse at the 
Treasury, and at Fogel personally, in 
his chairman's report to sbarehol- 
ders in IPE’s 1986 financial state- 
ment. It remains to be seen whether 
Ostrowicz will slam the door and 
quit the game, or whether, as with 
his long and bitter dispute with 
ORL, yesterday’s antagonists will 
succeed in patching up their quarrel 
and becoming tomorrow's partners 
in a new venture that, this time 
perbaps, will be genuinely beneficial 
to all parties.

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Murder and retribution 


THE BOY, say people who knew him, loved animals. And 

- when his parents left him alone in their Eilon Moreh home, he 
may have gone out to find some nice domesticated animal to 
play with. What he did meet must — from the evidence ~ have 
been in the class of the bloodiest two-legged beast that nature 
ever suffered to crawl upon the surface of the earth. 

Who exactly the murderer of 8-year-old Rami Haba was, 
remains to be established. Until last night the police did not 
know. It is thus premature to decide with certuinty that the 
murderer was a Palestinian nationalist. The psychopathic 
killing of children by adults is not unknown around the world. 

it would, however. be worse than foolish to pretend that the 
viciousness of this murder of a defenceless child from a Jewish 
settlement in Samaria does not point in a Palestinian direction. 
Especially when it is viewed against the background of previous 
killings of Jewish civilians by Arab terrorists in the territories. 

This was so obvious since the early morning broadcast which 
disclosed the murder, that a denunciation of the foul deed from 
inside the West Bank might have been expected to be sounded 
without much delay — if only in anticipation of the possibility 
that it might in fact prove to have been the handiwork of 
Palestinians again. What was heard instead was a roaring, 
shattering silence. Arabs inside Israel proper — the leadership 
of the Democratic Front for Peace, Jerusalem's Arab 
Academic Circle -- did find it proper to call for punishment, 
even while warning against hasty conclusions as to the identity 


of the perpetrator. 


But nothing was sounded from the West Bank. reportedly on 
the flimsy excuse that the police had not yet pinpointed the 
murderer. Bethlehem’s mayor. Elias Freij, a man of wisdom 
and moderation, was said ready to come out with a statement. 
He, too, tarried with it. When they did finally start coming out, 
late at night. the West Bank denunciations of the murder 
seemed largely forced and grudging. 

Yesterday’s horrid news seemed only to confirm the slashing 
attack launched a week earlier on the Palestinian national 
movement by writer Amos Oz, whom the rightwing would 
doubtless classify as ἃ leftwinger. The Palestinian national 
movement ~ meaning. in present terms, the PLO-said Mr. Oz, 
is one of the ugliest, most obtuse and most vicious national 
movements anywhere in the world. It represents an amalgam of 
shortsightedness, fanaticism, malice. brutality -- and self- 


destructiveness. 


But what does such viciousness deserve from Israel? The air 
was thick yesterday with the same mindless talk that regularly 
comes from the great minds that still do not acknowledge the 
existence of a Palestinian people let alone the existence of a 
Palestinian national movement. The terrorists, said Yitzhak 
Shamir, would not edge the Jewish People out of their Land. 
Right retributian would be more settlements. said Avraham 


Sharir. 


It was on the premise that Jewish settlement in Judea and 
Samaria would eradicate Palestinian terrorism that Eilon 
Moreh itself was founded a little less than a decade ago. 

The solution proposed by Amos ΟΖ is more radical, though 
hardly novel: a divorce, accompanied by a division of the 
property. Such a divorce from what is an evil would certainly be 
preferable to the hallucinatory solution of forcibly inculcating 
Arabs in the territories in the virtue of peaceful coexistence - or 


else getting them out. 


In the meantime, serious consideration should be given to 
restoring the death penalty for murderers such as the one who 
put young Rami Haba to death Wednesday night.

Under U.S. law, Walsh is inde- 
pendent of the administration 
although he works under the juris- 
diction of the Justice Department. 

Israeli officials called his decision 
to subpoena Kimche ‘‘unpre- 
cedented" in the diplomatic rela- 
tions of the U.S. and Israel. 
Throughont the day, they were fu- 
rious with the action which, they 
insisted, came as a complete sur- 
prise. 

It came at a time of ongoing 
discussions between Walsh and 
Rosenue about the nature of Israeli 
cooperation in the investigation. 

They said that Kimche, who will 
be accompanied to the grand jury 
by an American attorney. is ex- 
pected to explain that he cannot 
testify abont his role in the affair 
because it would be 2 violation of an 
Israeli cabinet decision to cooperate 
with the U.S. only on a 
goverument-to-government basis 
and only in written form. 

Kimche will reportedly say that 
he would be violating Israeli law by 
revealing the nature of his involve- 
ment. Israeli state secrets are in- 
volved, Kimche is expected to say. 

Israeli officials said that Kimche 
has no choice but to show up at the 

grand jury hearing. A failere to 
appear could lead to contempt of 
court charges being leveled against 
him. 

Israeli officials privately sug- 

gested that it was a bad mistake for 
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Kimche to come to the U.S. in the 
midst of this inquiry, although they 
maintained that they never thought 
that Walsh would actually issue a 
subpoena. 


Benny Morris adds: 

Senior political sources in Jera~ 
salem expressed ‘‘anger’’ and 
“grave concer” at the subpoesa. 
‘*Walsh is being unreasonable. 
This shouldn’t have happened,” 
said the sources. There is no “‘in- 
terest here in confrontation” with 
Walsh or the U.S. judicial author- 
ities, ‘“‘but it is not customary for 
one country’s judiciary to sub- 
poena officials of another country 
in order to get from them classified 
information.

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TURMOIL ROSE to a peak inside 
the national unity coalition this 
week. . 

Seasonal peaks of anguish and 
agitation between the two main part- 
ners have occurred before, since this 
unnatural alliance was fashioned fol- 
lowing the 1984 election. But this 
time, the Likud and the Alignment 
were shown up in 8 state of cohabita- 
tion which it seems senseless to con- 
tinue.

The Alignment, living out the role 
of the Jewish wife, yeams to aban- 
don her mate. The Basic Law: Knes- 
set stipulates that early elections can 
only be called by a parliamentary 
majority, a majority which the 
Alignment cannot muster. 

The Alignment, like many unhap- 
py Jewish wives, does not want to 
walk out of the union, empty- 
handed, incapable of making a fresh 
start in life. Yet all the alternative 
forms of rupture offer too bleak a 


prospect to the Alignment. To con- 
tinue the union as it is, however, also 


means a dismal future until the due’ 


date for elections, in the autumn of 
1988. 


For the Alignment, going over to 
the opposition puts it in the situation. 
of the rebellious wife who abandons 
her husband and her home, where- 
upon the rabbinical court awards the 
common property te the husband. 

The irony in the parliamentary

UNTIL TUESDAY'S showdown,.2 
handful of Alignment doves, 
amounting to less than one-fifth of 
the faction, had managed for a few 
days to generate the impression that 
the Alignment was genuinely intend- 
ing to vote no confidence in the 
national unity government. 

The remaining four-fifths had πὸ 
such intention. But they were the 
inarticulate majority. 

Because the Alignment doves 

- have always had good public rela- 
tions, as well as good personal ties 
with journalists willing to buy a 
dramatic story, they built up ex- 
pectations that the Alignment would 
pull the government down. 

The doves, of course, have an 
arguable case. They stress that the 
Alignment is compromising on its 
political objectives by staying in the 
national unity coalition. By walking 
out, they say, the Alignment would 
buttress its ideological credibility, 
especially arnong its traditional sup- 
porters. 

The doves argue that the Align- 
ment, which is neutralized today 
inside the government, has nothing 
to lose by walking out of it. 

But the majority of the faction, 
and especially the cabinet ministers, 
think otherwise. When Alignment 
ministers are faced with the reproach 
that their main interest is in clinging 
to their seats and their spheres of 
influence, they have no trouble pro- 
ving what a natrow-based govern- 
ment led by the Likud would look 
like, and what it would do, without 
the Alignment. 

On Tuesday, the Alignment prob-

learnt that Shamir had made all the 


necessary arrangements to present 
62 signatuses backing him as the next

The Alignment also realized that 
if it tried and failed to defeat the 
coalition on the no-confidence mo- 
tion, it would not be able to remain 
in the government. . 

At an unofficial get-together on 
Tuesday between the various wings 
inside the Alignment faction, before

NOW THAT the Alignment has 
‘already chosen the path of caution 
by voting confidence in the national 
unity coalition, voices can be heard 
in the Knesset predicting with some 
confidence that the Likud would like 
to create a narrow-based coalition 
leading to ἃ transitional government 
by a more roundabout device. 

It would simply try to provoke the 
Alignment into quitting the coalition 
through a harassment policy secretly 
coordinated with the Orthodox pat- 
ties. 

With the Alignment's official poli- 
cy now being to work only for the 
dissolution of the Knesset and early 
elections, its members are wonder- 
ing whether the necessary majority 
can eventually be found. 


The prospects are less than slim. 
The Orthodox parties concluded 
deals with the Likud after the 1984 
election which bind them together 
by open and secret clauses. 


Agudat Yisrael alone cannot 
supply more than two votes to an 
Alignment dissolution bill, which is 
not enough, even if Aguda wanted 
it. 

The majority of the National Reli- 
gious Party voters, as well as MKs. 
dislike Alignment policies intensely. 
So the NRP is unlikely to support 
dissolution. 


The price Shas would like to ex- 
tract from the Alignment in return 
for supporting dissolution, payable 
afier the election, would cost the 
Alignment so many votes during the 
election, as to be counter- 
productive.

tusal to waive rights over Judea and 
Samania. To overcome that, we need 
a better case than Peres has so far got 
together. So the best course for us js 
to let Peres stay in his job and pursue 
his contacts to promote the peace 
process, which he could never do as 
leader of the opposition.

- 5, When was the Jand allotted to 
Beduin thrown open to Jewish set- 
tlement (Okiahoma 1889)? 

I have been working with the 
Beduin tribes for almost 40 years and 
went on a study trip in order to learn 
what other governments do for their 
nomadic or semi-nomadic tribes. 

“7 was by the prevailing 
conditions on the Ute, Navaho, 
Hopi and several Sioux reservations 
—which doesn’t preclude that condi- 
tions here could not be better. A 
commissioner for Aborigine affairs 
in Australia who visited the Negev 
told me be would like to be able todo 
only a quarter of what our govern- 
ment is doing here. [ can’t see why, 
by providing for proper housing. 
schooling, health care, pasture and
